American Fifth Army troops on the main Italian front 


made contact with U. S. troops on the Anzio beachhead. 


This climaxed a roughshod march of over 60 miles in a 


14-day offensive. 


A special headquarters communique announced the con- 


tact by patrols a few miles southeast of the bridgehead on 
the coastal highway between Terracina and Anzio. 


Break Powerful Nazi Defenses 


"Troops of the bridgehead have broken through the pow- 


erful defenses built by the enemy to prevent the bridgehead 
force participating in our advance from the main front," 
headquarters said. 


"The battle proceeds and it should not be long before 


the two fronts are firmly established as one when the Fifth 
Army will then develop even greater strength," an official 
spokesman said. 


Already the beachhead 20 miles below Rome was break- 


ing out to the east with Cisterna flanked deeply on both sides 
and attacked at the outskirts in a frontal assault. 


(The German communique hinted at a new threat above 


the beachhead, declaring Allied troops had landed behind 
the German lines_on jthe_westera,\ying^of the .beachhead but 
had been annihilated. There was no Allied confirmation. 


Report Crushing Tank Formations 


(Earlier, the Germans had announced withdrawal from 


the entire coastal strip between the beachhead and Terracina. 
The communique said the Allies were employing "enormous" 
tank formations in a s'erjes of crushing attacks). 


German troops who fought to hold Terracina, 
V22 miles 


below the beachhead, were reported fleeing northward 
through Priverno in the direction of Valmontome. They 
sought to escape encirclement and annihilation as the main 
front rolled forward, threatening to pin them against the 
eastern edges of the Pontine marshes. 


"Troops of the main front, overwhelming powerful enemy 


resistance, have fought their way forward relentlessly since 
the night of May 11 over some of the most difficult terrain of 
the whole Italian campaign," said the special communique. 


Balked German Reinforcements 


An official spokesman added that the beachhead, estab- 


lished by surprise landings January 22, had played an im- 
portant role in the current offensive, as its threat to the 
German rear had prevented the Germans from massing full 
strength against ^the drive forward through Cassino and 
Formia.

established since last January, the communique made no 
mention of the condition of the Appian Way across the Pon- 
tine marshes.

To Exchange Ideas 


But wouldn't an unparented idea, 


found useful in one plant, be useful 
in another? 
A pool for exchange 


of those ideas has been set up by 
tile War Production Board. 


Plants and 
workers send their 


best proven ideas to WPB which 
briefly outlines them in a booklet 
sent out to wur plants. Then, any 
plant wishing details or blueprints 
from WPB, can get them for the 
asking. 


There is no further reward ex- 


cept for citations and commenda- 
tions given by a committee of tech- 
nicians set up within WPB to pick 
out the best ideas. 


Here Is an example of the spirit 


behind this cooperation.

retail prices are holding their own 
and there is no indication of in- 
creases," Young commented.
